Colonel Baker said: I have the honor to 
move the adoption of the address t<j tho 
lieulenant-govenior on the speech from 
the throne, whicli is before tho house. In 
doing this it Ih, perhajis, almost needless 
for me to remark that there are so many 
hi this house who from their aliility and 
past experience of the atl'airs of this coun- 
try are far more capable t han 1 am of jier 
forming this important duty. But, sir, 
as tho honor has been conferred upon 
mo 1 shall endeavor to fulfil the o\)li^.aion 
to tho hest of my ahility. I think, .sir, 
tliat it must he apparent to tlu' Iiouhc that 
this annual link in the chain of our history 
which is ropresented by the speech from 
the throne is one of special importance. 
It is so because tho circumstances under 
which tho government hiw tn fulfil its 
functions are undergoing^a very important 
change. If wo glance liack at tlu! jiast 
history of the province we tind that the 
country from its geographical position has 
been out off for many years from easy 
coinuuniication with tho outer world. Tho 
oarly settlers who came to lliis country, 
those pioneers of i-ivili/.al n in, m.my of 
wliom are now in the hnus(\ hail to con- 
tend against all tlie dillicull ies ;inil daiigiirs 
which are inseparable from settlement in 
a wild and far dist.ant country. They had 
to battle against the forces of nature, 
tlioy had to tight against tho forces of cir- 
cunistancc, and they had lo pass throueh 
all the feverish pulsations cf failure and 
success. But, sir, being as they wen- 
the otlapring of the grc.-ii BmlhIi 
race and possessing as they did tlu- 
charactoristic of that race tiicy have by 
their courage, by their industry and by 
their perseveronco achieved a measure of 
success of which they may justly feel i 
proud. However, from the nature <<• tlie 
case, the march of pr.j-^'re.^s has lii:h"rt.<] 
been necessarily alow, but now tin- -ihip 
of state has sailed into morr rapid v.,'iteis, 
and the .syst^nn ol ntivigatiou has to be ; 
altered to mei t the change of circum- 
BtJinces. That great channel of communi- 
cation, the Canadian I'acitic railway, is 
alx)iit t<3 let tlow intn t-Jiis country a full j 
tide of human enurgy seeking new lields I 
for enterprise, and we may expect tho I 
gnvorimient and legislature of this conn- i 
try to catch this thh- at the llo.id. in hi- 
caVeiul that it .l..i-sii..t u ast e its i-ii.-ri,'y '.li 
the rooks of lJll^Trlll■nllIl, luit that on the 
contrary it shall hy im ans ..f a liberal al- , 
truism tempered hy discn-iion s(. guid.' ;

pe-.ts of this country. We are taught b,>- i 
political economy that three things are 
ah.iolutely necessary for tlie successful ] 
progress of ativ coiiiilry and thosi- ;ire 
lalior, capital ami land. N.ov, sir, as ti> 
the lirst of these ueces.sil ios the (.'aii.adiaii 
Pftcifio railway has put us in touch with 
the labor market of the world. If .my 
industry is started ni this country whicli 
reipiires that tho labor which already ex- 
ists should bo supplement ed. we h.-ivemily 
to touch the telegraph aii.l in a f.-w days 
we can have all the l.iln.r wlii. li ui.-iy li.- 
required. Therefore we have not him; t.; 
fear on this score. But, sir, labor must 
starve without capital, and this brings us 
t<i llie second reipiisite fc.r successful lU'o- 
preflK. Her.i als.i we liavi- i-very i-aiisc; f.U' 
Batisf.iction. We know that the ey<'s of 
capitalists are being tlireoted towards the 
vast resources of British t'olumbia, and it 
merely remains with tlio govornmont and 
legislature so to use tlie great potential 
wo.ilth of tho country wliich is committed 
to their cliari,'e, that it lu.ay tempi and 
att ract, cupilalisl s 1 1 . Invest t lu ir money in 
the country, and Ihiis lieuclit. our pei. 
pie and develoj) (uir resourcrs. lint, sir, 
neither labor nor ca|iital will av.ail with- 
out tho land. When 1 sneak of land 1 ilo 
not moan agricultural land simply, but 
everything tliat is contained on or under 
the surface of the gri'inid. Now, I would 
ask tJie hi'iisr t.. ivim-iiihcr ilie very i,'ri'at 
wealth in gold which has already been ex- 
tracted from our province, and then to 
compare tho small area upon wliich that 
j/old has hiM ii found with the onorniouB 
an a if 1 lie province which IB unknown 
and upmi .vliuli Ihefoot of man has never 
yet trod If this is done it must lie maiii 
fest that the w.'alth in gold already e\ 
t rictod, great as it is, nuist still bo but a 
small fraction of that which is still in tiio 
groinul and has yet to' be discovered. 
Not only, however, are wo rich in 
the prei'ioUH melals - wo have 
also tho baser melals in profusion 

hi^vo coal wo have iron in .abundani e, 
pi\e tv(n ininorals which have cre.ilcd lh(^ 
Yiroalth and siiprouiacy of l^ngjand, wo 
have inuxlnvustiblo forq^ti^of mttgniHoont 
timber, we have vast grazing lands, and u 
rich agricultural soil in moderate propor- 
tion ami when wo arrive at the marit ime 
heiii of our provinco wo tind lisherios 
which are second to nunc in the world. 



Wo have hoard Brithsh Coluiuhia dot 
nntod elsewhere as nothing bub a ser » 
mounUuis, bub those who know it well are 
awaro, that tho niountjiins are tlia billows 

upon whose crOsts rides the good ship 
"enterprise" w hich tho government of tliia 
country is determined to pilot into the 
harbor of "prosperity." With this fair 
])rospect before us as indicated by the 
speech from the throne it is pleasing to 
turn to some of tho apocial points in that 
speech. It is n matter for the greatest 
B.itisfaetion to iind that at this early Bt*go 
of r ailway connuunicatioii t he oxportH from 
this couiitry are oht.aining a luarkot in tho 
east, but, " I regret to s.ay tlint with 
this satiafjiction there is mingled t he grav- 
est disappointment that th(j transport 
rates by the Canadian I'i<cilic Railway are 
BO prohibitive that they practically pkco a 
dam acnisa any extensive coniiuorcial 
stream between our uiaritiiiu- ports and 
the interior of the |)rovince. 'I'licsu pro- 
hibitive rat-es neutralize to a large u.xtont 
the benetita which would otherwise be de- 
rived from that great artery of communi- 
cation. It is of the utmost importance 
to this young colony that tho uionuy 
cajiital which it already iioases.sea should 
circulate as far as [.(Lssible within tho 
lioundarios of tho province, but these 
prohibitive railway rates foreo luueli of 
this capital out of our country and thus 
checka our trade and iiupovorishos our 
jiooplo. 'I'ho removal of this evil is of 
such paraiiii>unt imiiortjinco to fcha wel- 
fare of iJiii country that it is earnestly to 
he ho|ied that the attention of tho rail- 
wav authorities will lie directed to the 
subject at an early datl^ .-ind t hat, t liey 
will recognize that whatever tends to 
stimulate tnido and imjuovo the condition 
of our people must inevitably bring in- 
creased triitHc antl conseiiuont oxpandod 
prolits for their railway. It is also a 
source for iiiueh sat iaf.act ion to tind that 
Ihemitputof gold for the past year ex- 
ceeds by 20 per ceiil. th;a of tlie year 
previous. This highly satisfaetory result 
is no doubt duo to the facility for com- 
municjition alFonled by tho Canadian Pa- 
citic railway. It has brought in more 
minera ami more skill, and by. cheaiieiiiag 
the cost of food It has piu'initted iiiinen 
to bo workisl at a prolit wliich would 
otherwise have been idle. It is) a sure 
and valuable indication of the good re- 
sults which would follow the opening up 
of our rich valleys by means uf niilroads 
.ind wagon roads coniioctiug with tho 
main trunk line. By such iiieaiiM ma- 
chinery could reach our rich .[Uaitx iiiiuMH, 
our tunbor wealth would lie iitilizuil, our 
w.asto lands colonized, and tiiu general 
prosperity of the state ami of tliu people 
would be incroasod. While ou tiiis subject 
1 wouhl beg to call the attention of tho 
house to .-i very impm-tant ]H)iiit. It is well 
known that the future pro.-ipi'cLs of Itritisli 
Ctilunibia doiieiul princip.ally upon her 
groat mineral wealth and espoci.ally hor 
wealth in gold. Now the value of gold is 
a constant iiuantity, consecjuontly the 
prolit to the province on its annual output 
of gold will he made up of tiio difl'erouco 
hetTweeu the cost of production of that 
gold and its iiiirinsie value. Thereforo, 
tho more we docre.isD the cost of produc- 
tion tho greater tho incroaao of proQt to 
the province. We know by exporionco 
that railways and wagon roads, in fact 
easy i-ncans of eomiiiiiiiieat ion, matorinlly 
reduce l ie' cost -.: pr. .v isi. uis which .-ig.aiii 
reduces the r.ist of ] .rodiiel e ill of our gold. 
It is, tiierei'.i-e, evident tli.-it the lir.nt ne- 
cessity of the jirovince is the opening up 
of the country by means of roads, .iiid it 
is earnestly t<> be hoped th.-it the legisla- 
buro will give an early and favorable con- 
sideration to the rtiibjeet. 1 havn alreaily 

remarked that the pn:seiit yar is of 

great im|iortJince as hi-r.al.l ing a new urn 
ot prosperity for tho provuice, but it in 
alHo important in another sense .is I •uinv' 
the tiftieth annivorsarj- of the accossion to 
the tiirone of our gracious queen. .Sir, as 
-.1 most loyal subject of her majesty, I can 
most coniially add, and I feel sure that 
'his loyal house can do so with eipi.al cor- 
diality, my heartfelt coiigral iilatioiia on 
this auspicious event. We owe imich to 
our beloved (jueon, and not the le.i.-it part 
of our obligation to her is the brilliant 
.■.xauiple of domestic life which alio has 
shown her sillijects througluiut lior long 
,ind glorious reign. There is no doubt 
that this house will take sueli incisures 
for colehirating tho lifiieth anniver- 
sary of her majesty's reign in a 
mannor becoming the importance of the 
oi:i'a>ion ami tb,- di-_;iiity <if tho province. 
I'lie 1 i.'ui eiiaiii -uov. rih.r ill his speech 
iroiu the ihioiie lias :,|.oken lo us of our 
jU'eseiit prosperity. In so doing lie li.-is 
suggested the many dilTicultieH and dau- 
'^ei's which have been successfully over- 
come in the pasft, and this reminds us that 
tho lirave and able Bottlers and oolonistR 
of our Country posr,i-ss in an eiiiini^iit do- 
■.'ree all the . pi.il i lic.i t loiis which .are neors- 
1,'ary to make a n.ation. Wlivui, sir, we 
add to this tho umloulited faet that our 
country is pregnant witii\ast natural re- 
sources it warrants tho belief that a» year 
by year link to link is added to tho chain 
of the In.itory of thi.i vast provinco tho af- 
:aiis of (he c.iuiitry im ni.atter which 
part,- may be in power will he coiidiioti'd 
with such ability and upon such ]iriiici])les 
of hon.ir and of digiiily th.'M in the far 
or children's cl'iililreii .ait of the 
eiiitiide of their pndo will bo 
e.xclaim "OiuM Rotnamu sum."

Prior, 111 seconding the iiiolieii, 
As 1 .am tot;illy iiiexperieiici^il in !

terior. Th',_-^ re an injusticb bo tho 
morchaiitb of "N .-toria. New Westminster 
and 'Vancouvei equally with merchahts 
and fanners up country. But, sir, I am 
in hope that ere long when everything 
gets settled down into good workuig ordur 
the onturprising and persevering gcjitle- 
mon who compose tho directorate of that 
huge undertaking will see fit to give this 
province auoh ratea as will give satiafac- 
tion to all conoomod. The visit of the 
Right. Hon. Sir .John A. Macdoiiald and 
jiarty t-o thin provinco lias done much, sir, 
to open the oyes of our eastern country- 
mun to tho vaUio of British Colunihia. 
Not only aro our friends iu the east now 
enabled to come and see what boundless 
uiuloveloped wealth we can show them, 
but we also can go and insjiect tho niag- 
niticont cities which their industry and 
entorpriso aro building U|i, and al.io, sir, 
at tho sumo tiino ceniont tliat frioiidsliijj 
without which the Dominion of Canada 
can riovor become oiio grand nation. With 
reduced rates of freight we shall, 1 
believe, be able to ship immense quanti- 
ties of our lumber to the Northwest and 
ilanilidwi. As tbeao uiagiiiticont countries 
are htiiiig ra|jidly settled up the demand 
will bo oiiormouH. And, sir, whilst on 
the subject of lumber, 1 must say that I 
am oxtrouioly glad to see that it is tJve iu- 
luntion of tho govemmjnit to bring hi a 
bill for the better protection of tho tiin- 
bor lands of this provinco. The supply 
may at present look inexhaustible; but, 
with such a drain on it as we may exjiect, 
a few years will luaketract.s of timber lauds, 
which are easy of access now, very scarcu. 
Tho lands ciiuat be kept for thoso who 
wish to use thuiii and not for speculaUirs 
who will koop them locked up for years. 
Tho market for our fruits will bo almost 
unlimited, and 1 believe that that in- 
dustry is destined to be oiio of the largest 
.and most prolitjiblo in tho i>rovince. 
Thousands of fruit trees have been im~ 
p«)rtod and planted in the upper country 
this past 3'uar and still a greater quantity 
will iie brought in this year. The land 
•iiiitahle for such industry is abundant, the 
climate is jiorfoct and the fruit, botli in 
quaulity and quality, c»nn»t bo surpassed 
in tho world. Altkough tho Ksquinmlt 
and Nanaiiuo railway only indirectly af- 
fects the inhabitants on the mainland, it is, 
sir, of the greatest importance and bonotit 
ti I those of us who live on the island. This 
work has been carried through with great 
.'ipirit Slid dispatch, and reflects great 
credit on skll those concerned in l>oth the 
conception and the completion of it. It 
hna alreadj, of coarse, opened up hitherto 
tnnccessiblo Isnds and minerals, but, 
f t.rust that at no distant d.it-o tho honor- 
able senior mem her for Nanaiino, in whoso 
able hands the matuagomont and control 
aro, will see tit to continiio tho same to 
CVunoi, one of the best fanning di»trictH 
and one of the largest coal deposits in tho 
province. It is with the liTelioit satisfac- 
tion, sir, that I see there has been a de- 
cided increase in tlio yiohl of gold. The 
t.(jt;kl yield is alxiut ?9()(),0()0, being an ad- 
vance of about 25, over last year. This 
.neoiiis a largo sum, but whon wo think of 
the oiioriiuiua iiinssos of wualth that aro 
UTidoubl o<lly Ij'irig hidden andundovclojied 
under our foot it soeins lamentably small. 
I refer, sir, to our cpiartz ledges. Thi^ lir.it 
atop t-ownnls dovoloping this wa;dth Iias.al- 
riiady bean t.aken hy the building of theCa- 
n.adi,'%n Pr.citic railway. Now, sir, the next 
ihmg i« t-o got branches from that lino 
ninnirig int-o our mining centres, and then 
tho only thing* wanted are capital and 
cool heads. The capital will undoubtedly 
■ nmo a.1 noon as we can show it there is 
work for it, but, sir, I miist here warn 
the men of British G<duinbia against le- 
peating the folly of 1877 and 1878 when 
mining Btooka were boomed up without 
rhyme or reason and of courao as suddenly 
eollapsed. Bnonis, either in gold, sil- 
ver, land or anything else are invariably 
fl isast rolls to tho larj;e majority of thoso 
villi tako pnrt in them, and aro most 
.letrimoiital to tho priigresri of & countrj'. 
1 am liajipy t.o say that at tho present 
time there are several of our most ener- 
,'eiicand onter[)ri8ing gentlemen working 
i|iiietly ami m (he ri^rht manner to devel- 
tlii-ie niHles, and I feel sure that 
1 he ill inorable meiiiliora of t iiis lioiise will 
lo their iitinn.st to eiicourage ihem in 
■jvery legitimnte manner poRaible. In iny 
liumblo opinion tho best means of 
.tscertaining what wealth we have in our 
(Uartz ledges is for the government to 
-jiniiloy Homo good man of iiniloiihted abil- 
ity and oxporienco whose duty it shoulil 
ho to oramine md report upon any ledges 
that were discovorod, also advise as to the 
boat methods of opening thoiii up, nnd 
■rive any Assistance that lay in his jiowor. 
\n soon aa tho country is opened up with 
railroads many mines, both placer and 
iiiart;'., ivhicli cannot be made to pa}' now 
iwiiit!; to high ratos of froiglit on siip]ili(;s 
.and macliinory, willyisld oiiormous profits. 
Che incroBse in our population during the 
past year h»« been moat gratifying, 
mnouiitiny (as near as the immigration 
iigiiut can toll) to 11,000. This in a largo 
increasa to nur aparso popuUtion, snd, 
I am gild t-(i say that t.lu^so new net 
tiers ary, niiintly of thii ytiTy kind wanted 
111 a new country, namely, hard-working 
men with a little money who are willing 
U> start in a small way and rise with tho 
country. The majority of the lion, mem- 
horn prc.iont in this house will, 1 
ihiiik, ho gUd to lie.ir that tho tax impos- 
ed by the Dominion government on tho 
Ohinosn has had a most bonoticial nlToct in 
closing our doors to them. Tho returns 
from the customs authoritias just pub- 
lished show that over 500 more Chinese 
have left the country than have como into 
it during iho Last jbat, and it, i.i ostiiiiated 
by men who oiiglit to know that there aro 
:iOOO fewer OhinoHO here now than there 
woro tivolve moiithB ag(j. We arc in- 
formed that communications have been 
addreaaod by the govornmont to tho 
( 'anadinn Pacific railway company in ro- 
Hard to their bund covering the agreement 
for the erteii.iiinn of their line to (Joal 
llarlior. I5ut we are not told what the 
nature of tliono oouiiiiiiiitcal iomi were. 
Howovor, I fold that we can with 
eonfuloncti kftvo the matter in tho hands 
of the govemniout, knowing that the pro- 
vinnial rightH will. thii» bn well guarded.

Mr. Bcavcin congratulated tho honorable 
mover and Hociiiider of tho addresa in 
reply on the very intereatini; spooche* 
they had uindo unil on tho -vory interest- 
ing mannor in which bhey had discussed 
th» ipiostioii. Ho confessed, whon he had 
looked over tho urroiioously so-c-alliMl 
siieecli from tho throno to having eipor- 
ienced a sense of syiiijiithy for thoso goii- 
tlemeii, for a more barren Jocuniout ho 
had never seen. That they had shown 
siitlicieiit ingonuity to make vory inuiront- 
ing and jiblo spooclies on it was a cause 
for congratidation. Tho bonornblo gontlo- 
man then [iroeeeded to arraign tho govoru- 
meiit for having certain disputes witli the 
Dominion autboribies still ucisottlod. Tho 
recent decision of Mr. .Fustico Uenry ho

This provinco w»a 
in a peciiliiir position on this quen- 
tion. In former times the hoiiao wm 
accustoiiied to iliscuHS the. rights of the 
province to a portion of the fishery award 
and also tho question of tho boundary be- 
tween the province and Alaska. On those 
subjects not a word waa now heard. In 
the matter of railway cliartors the house 
would liked to have received .njino iiifor- 
iimtion. It waa stated that the goreru- 
ment had entered into corroapondeniio 
with the C. 1'. U. coiupany respocting its 
bonds for tho oitenaion of the lino U) 
Vancouver, the nature of which, h9weTor, 
was not stated. These were all matters 
lui which the hrui.-ie had a right *<i orpect 
to hear soiiiething more thsii it did. The 
honorable gentleman then st»t<.Hi that the 
pi esent government, strange ns it might 
appear to those who hud not looked into 
lihe matter, re])rcfiented a minority of the 
niters of the province. He agreed with 
the honorable gent Ionian trora Kootonay 
that the seji of iiiouiitjuns was tho uioat 
valuable portion of the province and 
would like to hear him oiplaiii wliat lie 
thought of tho govornmoiit's action in 
giving so much of it away, Last year wo 
had a finance minister but this year, we 
had none and this was a matter which re- 
quired sonic explanation, lb wascSrrenbly 
reported that tlio jjrovincial secretary had 
bocn telling , his conatituonts Bome very 
tall stories about tho amount of money 
in the treasury, but there wan no doubt if 
ho had had the smallest peg to stand on 
aomething would have been heard about 
it in the speerh.

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'I'he announcement that a libeml- 
conservativo convention would be hold 
in Tho Victiuia theaUe last evening, 
drew together several hundred electors 
and a hirge nuiuber of B|)ectators. 
Promptly at eight o'chick Mr. M. W. T. 
Drake was voted into tho chair and Mr. 
F. S. Barimrd appointed secretary. The 
chairman called upon the gentlemen who 
were caiidid.ates foi the suti'rages of the 
people to collie forward, whereupon 
Messrs. M ( '. Baker, N. .Shakespeare, \V. 
A. Robertson, '1'. B. Huinphreys, and 
Mayor Fell took seats upon the platform. 
Each candidate received a liberal moasuro 
of applause as lie ascended the platform. 

• The ohairinan,in explaining the object of 
Ihe meeting, said the party at present in 
power at ()tt;iwa had done a greal deal 
for this jiroviiice. They had strained the 
re.soiirces of the Dominion and the alle- 

iance of llu;ir jiarty that they might faith- 
fully curry out their bargain witli us, and 
the least tho province could do was to 
send good men and true to Ottawa who 
will suppoi i that party [cheers]. At tho 
cmiclusion id tho meeting ho would re- 
eiuimieiid t he apiiointmont of a conven- 
tion by the meeting to choose such of the 
geiilhuiien fiefore them as ro[)reBentativeB 
for Ottawa as they might see lit. He 
called on Mr. Baker, as senior representa- 
tive, to address tlio meeting. 

Mr. P.aker on coming forward was re- 
ceived wit h applause. Ho said aa there 
might be snveral othor aspirants for the 
same ]iositioii as himself among the aud- 
ience it was suggested that each sjieaker 
coiiliiie his riuii.irks lo one quarter of an 
hour. Ho claimed that he had attempted 
dui-ing tho past four years to do his duty 
zealousl\ and faithfully, and Mr. Shakes- 
peare and himsolf hud worked in perfect 
harmony. 

Dr. llelineken stepped upon the plat- 
form nt this juncture and was greeted 
with greal .-iiiplause. 

Mr. Baker had not time to read every- 
thing ill tlie papers hut ho occussionally 
had time to notice somo of the aipiibs 
which appe.iivd in tlieiu abcuit election 
times. in one he was described aa "the 
Lord High Admiral." (laughter) another 
said ho might be a Very good sailor but he 
was an uttor failure as a politician. 
(Laughter). All he had to say was that if 

110 wanted a master mariner's cortiticato 
he would not go to the Tiinra newspiqier 
for it. .And here he would ask was there 
a more noble whole-scuded honest classs of 
men then the .lailors. (Cheers.) If elected 
again tho electors must not expect loo 
much from thoin. If they did their duty 
and put in the regular sessions hi hard 
work it was all that could be expected of 
them. He wished it to ho imderstoiHl 
that he wiuild sujiport tho party of Sir 
.John M.'icdonald on the same terms as he 
had during the four years just ended and 
at some fntuio time the electors would 
hear from both Mr. Shakespeare and him- 
self at length on matters connected with 
the dr\ dock, liipior license, Chinese (|iies- 
tion etc. ( 111 e-oiicliiding he was liberally 
applaudi'd. 

Mr. .Shakespeare, on coming forward, 
was loudly received. He said he wouhl 
sjicak but a few minutes. Four years ago 
he had been lnuiored with their confidence. 
In his address he jdedged to carry out 
eerl.aiii important points, and if tliore was 
one jpri >ent who could point to where he 
had neglected Ins duly he would feci 
obliged [applausoj. Ho had then been 
•lected as a libonu-conservative, and time 
had now brought him again before 
them in the sanio interest. Hojied 
they uould again honor liini, and 
he believeil they would, for tho signs 
were that be was more poj)ular with 
them than befiire [applause]. He thought 
they would all agree with liini tliat the 
liberal-conservative p.arty was the one 
they should aiipport [applause]. There 
were times when he tluaight a man should 
not vote with party, and if the liberal-con- 
servative government had Tolod .agaiiiBl 
the hanguig of Louis Kiel he wmild have 
voted agjunat thorn. [Loud ajiplausoj. 
The man who would ni-it sanction such a 
course w.is not worthy the nnmo ef a citi- 
zen of our fair liiiminion [applausoj. If 
they Would again honor him ho would en- 
ileavor to serve their interests .as faithful- 
ly in tho future as in the past. [Loud Bji- 
plauso]. He and his colleagues would m 
.1 short time call a public meeting and dis- 
close their views on pulilic matters. 

M.iycu- Fell being i:,alled up.on cam,., for- 
ward, and was applauded. He was in 
full accord and sympathy with the con- 
servative govornment of Canada, though 
he was not a slave to ,aiiy party. This 
coiiiiuiiiiity was es|iecially under obliga- 
tion to tiic present adiuinist ration. Il 
should bo borne m luind that ."Mr. Blaki' 
liad traduced thia country by every means 

111 his power, and called us a "sea of 
mountains." (Roars of laughter.) What 
had he donn in regard to the Canadian 
Pacilic railw.ay / Why, a.'^ Mr. White had 
told us on this platform, he had done 
everyl lung in Ins power to jirevent it's 
construction. (Cries of oh I oh '.) I any 
yes. But there \rere meaaurcH which the 
op|iositioii had fuuglit against whicli 
made them deserving of our thanks; for 
instance, thoro was the Franchise Act, 
and if I had been in that hoiino niy 
voice would have been heard ringing 
through it (laughter) in condomnAtion of 
that nu-,asure. I'liit (lid wo hoar oithur of 
these worthies we sunt there to rojiresent 
US .s.ay one word against it ? (Laughter.) 
I am tohl tiial I have only ono ipiarter of 
.an hour to speak and, coiiseipioni ly, con- 
not expand myself, (roars of laughter), 
and I must iire])aro to ciuicludo. (No, go 
on, go on !) Now, as tho hn-d high 
admiral, (laughter), that's wliat ho goes 
by at Ottawa, has told us what he has 
done I might also recount somo of my 
acts while .iiiif dig you. The speaker pro- 
ceisled to refer lo bis services ill coiinec- 
tiou willi llie sehoidH. ((Jries of time, 
lime.) The spe.iker appealed to the chair 
and was told ho had three minutes to go. 
He then procei;ded to give 'em one round 
more amid applaiiao. Ho referred to tho 
present salisfaclory iMUidition of the 
Hihools and the liene\-oleiiL iiistitui ions 
with which he was connected. (Cries of 
time, time.) Ono word more. (Laugh- 
ter.) 1 am tohl that I should not run for 
Ottawa because 1 am mayor. (Hoar, 
hoar.) I.say nol Where do you find a 
city ill Canada that does not elect its 
moyor lo Ottawa / (Hear, hoar, and, 
laughter.) if ho w;w si.'iit to Ottawa j)hp 
interests of tho city would be woll gU(irf}- 
ed, and ho would Hook tho lirst thing 
?;10(),()00 for the clearing out of tho har 
hor, and he would insist on getting it. 
(Loud applause.) 

Mr. Humphries was well received. Ho 
fluid till- time-limif, would l)ot allow him 
to discuss Dominion politics, Hi; did ijot 
think it fair that tho two previous mom- 
bers should haye been named by tho chair- 
man iiH tho two candidates they were to 
select. He was Hiiiiply in the position of 
aiud'dinury indi\'idual and would have Uj 
inner u'oveu- t-nl. insl bef. 



abide by the decision of tho people. Ho 
did not like the term "indopondont" can- 
didate — it was simply that such an indi- 
vidual was allowed to do as he pleased. 
However, tho two gentleman' who previ- 
ously reproaontod them had placed them- 
solvos in a peculiar position. A man, if ho 
was an honost man, was the supportor of 
either ono party or the other. (Applause.) If 
ho was elected he would be an out-and-oul 
supporter of Sir .lohn Macdonald. [Hear.] 
He did not believe thoro was a crisis for 
Sir John Macdonald, but that British 
Columbia and every province in tho Dom- 
inion would supiiort the liber.d-eoiisorva- 
livo party. [A])|dause,] Hu did not wish 
to disparage the liberal parly, but thought 
that they acted in the best interests of 
tho country so faraa they kiU'V/. |No, no.] 
But ho intended to be a staunch support- 
er of Sir .lohn Macdonald through good 
and evil report. Ho would, like his othor 
friends, avail himself of the opportunitiea 
to uiscnss matters iniu'e fully. Ho {Mr. 
II.) had been i|uietly cam'na.sing ^'ictoria 
ever since he was sliiinted luit of the Vic- 
toria legislature, and he believed he had a 
iiiajoritv of votes in the district. [Ap- 
plause. I 

Mr. S\.A. Robertson was received with 
cheijia. Ho was not aware up to date as 
til why the meeting was culled. He was 
before them to-night to ask from a higher 
honor than evei- before. He was pro- 
vioiialy a member of the confederation 
league. It was a lime when Canadians 
were termed " North American Chi- 
namen," and it was not safe for 
one's business to bo connected 
with anything Canadian. However, he 
liiul always worked for [irinciiile and con- 
tinued with till! league unt il eoiifederatioii 
was a fact. He had pre'\ioii3ly been 
elected for Victoria district to the legisla- 
ture, and several times a eouncilliw for the 
city. It hud been pointed out by Henry 
George that as soon as they elected dis- 
honest men tlio community generally be 
came corrupt. (Voice Who was Henry 
George ?) (liaiighii r. ) W'bmi working- 
men ruled Ihe nation iliat nation was 
pi osperouB. When (,'romwell was dictator 
Iviglaiid was Well ruled. Tho reason he 
spoke thus was because souio might say 
"Oh, he is a common blaeksmitli. and 
ain't lit to ropre.seiit us." Me bclievediio 
matter how poor a ni;iii was, if he had tlie 
ability be ivas com]ieti'nt to represent 
theiin (Hear.) He thuughl that the 
luan who would oijposo Sir .bdin Mac- 
donald was guilty of an act of ingratitude. 
He thought wo should have more protec- 
tion on our waters - (iiir lowboals sliiuild 
low in our own w.-iteis, our sealers should 
have right to se.-d in the Beliring sea; the 
lislieriea in the east should be pro- 
tected. No matter how hjud tho A)ii- 
oricaii oaglo might scream the Brit- 
ish lion would not be frightened, 
neither the lion's cub [aiijilauso]. If 
• lected lie would got as much as possiblo 
for the jirovince. Now he was still un- 
aware what tho meeting was called for. 
Ho believed that it had been cut aud 
dried that the two old members should be 
chosen [no, no]. Ho had been euchred 
once before in a convention [laughter] 
and he did not propose to be so again 
[laughter]. No matter who might be 
chosen hero to-night he intended to run 
anyway | cheers]. 

Dr. Heliiicken was loudly c.alleil for, and 
on cmuiiig forward said ho was in the 
wrong box — ho had got in by tlie back 
door [laughter]. He was not a candidate 

he did not know there was a vacancy in 
the city. He tlii'iight that when two 
members had done their duty f.aitlifully 
they should ag.'iin be .iceorded the eoiili- 
dence of the idecloi s. I U' would ask 
I hum to support I he government of .Sir 
,Iohn A. .Maciloiiald [hoar, hear]. There 
was not a man who had come before them 
but had Hup|iiirted Sir John Macdonald; 
thero was not one there who woiddilare 
to come forward and oppose hiiii [cheers]. 
Sir .lohn hail c.ariieil out his agri'c 
ment wilb British C'oliiuibi.i, and in his 
(Uide.ivoi- lo do so h.id nearly swaiiipiulliis 
party. They should not swam]) horses in 
<:rossing a streuni, and he thought 
they should send men to (Itlawa who 
would HU|>port the present governiiieiit . 
The Macdonald party were the only parry 
that were ono of ])rogreBB. [Cheers,] Ho 
took no stock in tho remarks abaut being 
slaves to party — or to Sir John Macdon- 
ald there w.is no such thing. They sent 
ineiiibers there to snpjiort the govornment 
aud not any one man. [Cheer.-,.] He 
would ask them to give that support to 
Sir .John A. Macdonald's goveriinn nt , 
which his enemies say it requires, ,nid 
which uo all know it deserves. [Loud 
.•\pplaiise.] 

Mr. K. G. Prior said he was there to 
su]i])ort the lueiiilu r who would support 
.Sir .lohn -\. .Macdonalil and if they return- 
ed two such members they would get jus- 
tice. If they returned otlier.s they would 
return those who would oppose British 
Colunihia interests. He had great plea- 
sure in ]uoposiiig the following resolution :

HON. Mil. FdSTEirS OPINION OF THE 
BELMONT BILL, 

MoNTRE-^i., Jan. 23.— Hon. G. E. 
Foster, Miiiiater of Marine and Fisheries, 
in an interview concerning the Helmont 
bill, said that while the bill apiiearcd to 
assume that American i'lBhing vessels were 
trading on their rights in Canadian 
waters, the treaty of 1818 gives them no 
such rights. The Canadian govornment 
h.ia not in a single instance refused any 
fair rights or hospitalities to American 
tisheriiien. He said if congress deprives 
Canadian vessels of tho privileges denied 
American vessels in Canadian ports, it 
will only prevent the Canadian fishermen 
from trading in American ports.
